Active consideration is hoing

Major Percy, 'E. Nobbs. Pro- 
fessor of Design in the School 
■of Architecture at the Univer- 
sity, is at present engaged in 
carrj'ing out a preliminary 
study of ihe situation in order 
to arrive at the most feasible 
solution of the problem. When 
Professor Nobbs makes his re- 
port to the Board of Governors 
it is probable that the exact 
nature of the new addition Avill 
be made public. '

Dr. Douglas Severs Spiritual- 
Life From Material Things 

"I'lnyr;- is not a definite medium of 
aci-|iii;-in.v a detlnlts thing but a spirit- 
ual contract,'' stated Dr. Douglas in a 
meeting ot liis study group yesterday 
afternoon in St.-athcona Hail. Tlie 
inciting started with a continuatior. of 
Ijst week's topic ot "Prayer" and wont 
on to the discussion of science in re- 
ligion, mora!» and physical phenom- 
ena. 

Dr. Douglas uuestioned wi.ctii^r the 
sciences would ever become helpful in 
solving religious problems or whcthe.- 
religion itself woald ever fjcom* an 
exact science.

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A SECOND CALL 

ONCE apain a ca.ll goes out to the women slvideiits of Mc- 
Gill Univci\«.ity to attend a jrencral nioetiusf of tlio 
McGill Women's Student Society called for next Thursday 
afternoon at four o'clock. 

The hour is a satisfactory one for the majority of students 
and the ciuo.<;iion is an imporlaiit one. This combination should 
bring togcthe+- the largest body of co-eds that has ever met 
Ax-ithin the confines of the university, for it is well-lcnown that 
if a sufficient number of students attend a definite course of 
action Avill be taken. 

The registrar informs us that ilicrc are now over ôOO wo- 
i^cn's students at the university. Surely' over 300 of these wjjl 
be willing to devote an hour in order that some decision may be 
taken on the question of the M.W.S.S. with the Students' Coun- 
cil, a question which has been hanging fire for .several weeks. 

Looking at the question reflectively, it seems to u? that this 
js an oDPorruniry for the women students to furtJicr .solidify 
their position in the univcrsitj'. The men have held too impor- 
tant a position around McGill for .«;everal year.s. Year by year 
the number of co-ed? î;: the nr.ivrrsity liave liecn increasing. 
Have ihey been taking a correspondingly increasing part in the 
direction of student activities? We think not. 

Let us st:ate here, however, that this ha.- rot Hpcn the fault 
of the women students. The co-eds have had to force their way 
into e\«ery T)art of the universitj*. They have been always de- 
manding — and receiving not frequently enough. They had to 
iorce their way into the universitj- in the first place. Lady can- 
fdidates to "the leaching staff were admitted reluctantly. At- 
iMnpts are being made by the last of the die-hards to keep ■wo- 
men students out of certain university- buildings. 

Now an opportunity is given the women students to obtain 
entrance into the students' governing body of the university. 
Tôdaj-, the Students' council is actually not a students' council 
in the full sense of the term. It is not representative" of all the 
students at the univei-sity. More than 500 women students have 
not «ny "say" in the ma.iority of important matters settled in 
„JBgar.d tcstudents' activities. Will the women students remedv 
■ïthiBîcôn^tion? We believe so if they can be convinced of the 
importance of the issue of the meeting next Thursday after- 
jioon. 

Union of the women student's governing body and that of 
the men's follows naturally upon the trend of women today in 
entering all walks of life, many of which have not been fjuen uii- 
,Lil recently to women. Advance movements should come from 
within the university because it is in the university that one ex- 
pects to find the most far-sighted individuals, who later become 
the leaders in their respective communities. Jf the two organ- 
iizations concerned unite followiiiK a det;iy.io!i at tiie meeting 
next Thursday afternoon, this will constitute an advance move- 
ment. 

A challenge is thrown out to the womeji students of Mc- 
Gill. Can they get one-fifth of their number to attend an im- 
portant iiifeii'aiig? The women students AviJl not be able to lay 
the blame for inaction, if nothing is decided, upon the men stu- 
, dents of the university. They will have been given their .second 
;Chance following next Thursdays meeting. We liope that the 
,cp-eds at McGill will come to v. deci.'iioii, one wliicli will allow 
ithetn to go ahead with ncgoti.-.lioiis for union of the two stu- 
.liflat's governing bodies.
